Restriction Requirement 

In the March 7, 2002 Office Action, the Examiner required applicant to elect a 
single species of seven (7) disclosed by the Examiner for prosecution in the subject 
application. AppUcant traverses the Election of Species Requirement on the basis that 
it fails to identify the disposition of Figs. 19-36 in the above indicated application. 
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However, applicant provisionally elects Species I (indicated as being drawn to 
Figs. 1 -10) with traverse as indicated above. Subject to the above-indicated traverse, 
applicant provisionally identifies Claims 1-7, 11-13, 15-22, 24-25, 34-36, 42-44, 46, 
48, 50 and 58-62 as being drawn to Species 1. Of these. Claims 1-7, and 
11-13 are considered generic to all of the seven identified Species. Claims 15-21 are 
considered generic to Species I and II and Claims 34-36 are generic to Species I, III, 
and IV.
